MEXICO. 

Restrictions on Account ol Cerebrospinal Meningitis. 

The superior board of health of Mexico has issued instructions, 
effective January 30, 1912, prohibiting the entry into Mexico, except 
at the frontier towns of Laredo, Ciudad Porfirio Diaz, Ciudad Juarez, 
and Nogales, and the ports of Tampico and Vera Cruz, of persons 
arriving from certain localities in Texas in which cerebrospinal 
meningitis is prevalent. The localities specifically mentioned are 
Taylor, Waco, Austin, Dallas, Houston, Italy, Teague, Fort Worth, 
Smithville, Clarksville, Rockwall, and Emory.
